The frayed nerves of Edward Hick­ 
man gave way today 'while lie wait­ 
ed in his cell in the Pendleton jail 
to he returned to Los Angeles 
to 
faee charges of kidnaping and m ur­ 
dering Marion Parker. 


The air of indifference with which 
he related the story of the kidnap­ 
ing of tlie 12-year-old girl and the 
return of her mutilated body to her 
father disappeared. 
“ What will your mother think of 
th is ? “ he was asked. 
Tears came into his eyes as lie 
replied: 
“ If T had anything to say to my 
mother, it would be that T am 
not 
guilty of murder, and not to w orry.” 
“ There's no use bothering h e r,“ 
he added, “ she hasn't enough money 
to do anything and may 
as well 
stay home and try to hear it.” 
As Hickman was questioned, 
elutehed a pink pamphlet which 
heen given him by the Lev. W 
Robbins, Pendleton minister. 
“ It tells about a fellow in some­ 
w hat the same fix T am in," 
lie 
said. “ It says God saved him.” 
A telegram 
was 
received 
from 
H ickm an's 
father. 
The 
telegram 
asked for a statement as to whether 
he was innocent or guilty. 
The telegram Hickman sent 
his 
mother read 
“ Dear m other: 
“ I’ve received 
your 
word 
and 
also heard from father. I’ve c o n f e s ­ 
sed all T know. T kidnaped the girl 
out another killed her. This is the 
truth and T am ready to face what

Hickman, arrested late yesterday, 
retold, almost with indifference, how 
he kidnaped the girl to obtain money 
to go to college. But lie insisted an 
accomplice— Andrew Cramer— killed 
the giyl. 
Hickman 
talked 
cheerfully 
to 
visitors. 
Again and again lie said Cramer— 
whose name had not before figured 
in tin* case— had 
killed 
the 
girl 
without his knowledge. 
Police here were frankly doubtful 
of the existence of Cramer or of his 
alleged companion, 
who, 
Hickman 
said, he knew as Miss June Dun- 
11 big. 
Chief of police Tom Gurdane gave 
assurance th a t both while Hickman 
is held here and when he is taken 
back to California “ ample 
precau­ 
tio n s” will be taken to meet “ any 
emergency that may arise."I 
It was apparent that police were 
concerned over 
possibility 
of a t ­ 
tempts by mobs to administer sum ­ 
mary “ ju stic e ” to the youthful kid­ 
naper. 
Hickman told in rambling detail

SUNKEN TOMB OF 40 SEAMEN 


Provinceton, Mass., Dec. 23—<U.R> 
Preparations for raising 
the 
sub­ 
marine S-4, sunken tomb of 40 sea­ 
men, next spring, were advanced to ­ 
day with the completion of a tu n ­ 
nel beneath the hull. 
W orking swiftly in the fact of a 
threatened 
storm, 
divers 
finished 
drilling through the deep mud into 
which the submarine sank last S a t­ 
urday a fte r being rammed 
by the 
coast guard cutter Paulding. 
It was generally conceded 
th at 
the wrecked under-sea craft could 
not be lifted from the ocean bed u n ­ 
til spring. 
A north wind sprang up at noon 
and threatened

It is also probable that as much 
suffering and hardship followed for 
dependents in these home accidents, 
a> in the ease with dependents

persons killed and injured iu high­ 
way and automobile accidents. 
Instead of legislation for compul­ 
sory liability there is needed a com­ 
mon sense appeal in a 
nation-wide 
i umpui,rn on safet v-lii >t 
methods,

way and automobile accidents. 


Instead of legislation for compul- 


sory liability there is needed a com- 
mon sense appeal in a. nation-wide 
campaign 011 tail-ety-first 
methods,
